Just back in time for Christmas from seven months in 
Saigon, Vietnam. Tom Howett had the full attention of the 
Rotary Club at the meeting Tuesday as he spoke and showed 
slides of the country and its people. When President 
Elliott 
Hansel! rang the bell warning 
those who had to leave that 
the end of the meeting time had come, no one stirred. 
Tom. an able and witty speaker, bad fascinating first­ 
hand information about the country which is probably first 
in the minds of most people and about which we really know 
very little. He was serving there as a training director with 
a private contractor for the Navy to recruit and train 40.000 
Vietnamese workers and teachers. 
In a land where 82 per cent of the people are rice farm ­ 
ers, his job was to develop a training course to teach work­ 
ers to be welders, carpenters, plumbers, and establish cen­ 
ters up and down the country for the military building which 
is taking place there, most notably a port which will be the 
third largest in the world The main problem was communi­ 
cation. so establishing training programs to teach English 
was a primary goal. 
Tom rallied together 100 teachers, including Americans 
and Australians and "any one else I could find," be say s, and 
worked with the government to develop 3.000 pages of course 
material. Sounds like a monumental task to accomplish m 
seven months! 
He will leave later this month for Abidjan. Africa, where 
he will have charge of a program of industrial development 
for the Ivory Coast under a State Department contract His 
wife. Mary , and their four sons will join him sometime soon. 
The Howett family spent two y ears in the Congo betore 
this most recent Vietnam sojourn, so Tom say s being in the 
relative q uiet and safety ot tfie Ivory Coast will be a nice 
change.

and unostentatiously to do what 
it ought to do as its contribu­ 
tion. 


OTHER CHURCHES h a v e 
■ contributed hundreds of thous­ 
ands of dollars to program s of 
educational and social signifi­ 
cance. They are doing what one 
theologian 
proclaimed; 
"The 
church should be the first to 
feel, the first to think and the 
first to 
act.” Too often t h e 
church has reacted instead of 
acting. Too often

persons of faith have thought 
but have not acted. Nonethe­ 
less, in every section

government that had been created in this coun­ 
try to protect the American people from oppres­

It never was intended that legislators should 
turn into hallelujah choruses for ex ecutives or 
that the> should furn.sn rubber-stamp approval 
for program^ prepared in the White House and 
ex ecutive m arvin* n *he various states. 
C S. representative' and senators were to par­ 
ties ate agures.-ively in the government of bal- 
ar 
i powers created by the Constitutional Con- 
v. 
n. The same arrangement was to be fol­ 
lowed in the states. 


AS TIME went on and the two-part system 
developed in an a'.: '.osphere of politiiai freedom, 
it was ex pected th.;t legislative leadership would 
be ex ere.sed i’ dependently of ex cutive leader­ 
ship on occasions. 
It wa« x peet-d that a government of balanced 
powers would deve’op continuous friction and 
disagreement between and among its component 
parts; that legislators would be opposed to ex ec­ 
utives and judc s: that judges would not be sub­ 
servient to legislators and ex ecutives. 
At no time was it assumed by the Founding 
Fathers that legislators would neglect their right 
to legislate in their own right, independently of 
ex ecutive influence. 
Nothing like the current custom of waiting for 
an ex ecutive to hand down directives and then to 
demand legis ative approval of ready-made bills

EXECUTIVES should be primarily responsible 
for administering laws, not proposing them, not 
framing them, not lobbying for their passage. 


Every legislator should be urged at the outset 
of every new legislative session to understand 
his responsibility for public leadership. 
The legislative function in the United States 
must be ex ercised vigorously lest it become no 
better than the mockery of unanimous approval 
m d.etatorships. where the people's representa­ 
tives can vote any way they please—as long as 
the;, vote to please the dictator,

Ohio highway patrolmen do a lot more than 
just cruise our highways looking for traffic 
violators. 
For ex ample: State patro’men assigned to 
the county barracks at Lisbon gave a.o 
695 
motorists last year, made 1,411 invesig

at $19 000. made 232 school bus inspections and 
issued 2.135 written warnings to drivers whose 
cars had minor defects. 
Yes. the patrolmen did arrest 4.060 motorists, 
but most of these drivers would admit they 
had it coming. 
Confidentially, we re glad to have the state 
patro'm en around. They're performing a top 
public service job.

Milan's winter smog is so bad airlines warn 
clients not to be surprised if planes scheduled to 
land there are rerouted to other airports. 


All Italian cities are strangling in traffic 
congestion, but without the small cars in univer­ 
sal favor there would be no traffic movement at 
all 
One of the hardest things to get used to is the 
sire of tableware — huge forks, spoons and 
knives. 
A Visitor’s first impression of the ciphers on 
lira notes is like playing Monopoly and hitting 
Park Place with three hotels. 


Italian trams are fast, neat, well-heated and 
filled to capacity . Train attendents are court­ 
eous and helpfu' Whatever Mussolini did about 
trains, he did surpassingly well. 
The famous gla.ss works at Morano, which all 
visitors to Venice go to see. is like a scene in a 
movie — but after 30 minutes you know it's real. 
The shouting apprentices seemingly on hand for 
dramatic effect only aix there for 13-year ap­ 
prenticeships. 


The difference between holidays and strikes in 
Italy is that everything stops on holidays and 
during strikes only some things stop, 


Venice is a municioal museum built on is­ 
lands Nothing may be altered without permis­ 
sion. All th» * people who work there are employ­ 
ed in tourist trade 
Our most enjoyable meal wa.s in Bologna at 
the Don Chisciotte e Sancio Panza Restaurant 
Our most scenic meal was m the restaurant at 
Hotel Sirene in Tivoli. 
Bologna has 23 miles of arcades. It is possible 
to shop there indefinitely without being ex posed 


to the weather. 
A common sight is the jux taposition of modem 
tractors and ox en in vineyards. It seems likely 
ox teams are easier to manage than tractors. 
Our hotel in Rome, the De Ville on Via Sistina, 
was a few doors from the top of the Spanish 
Steps. At the bottom was Babington’s English 
lea room, handy lor a change of culinary pace. 


I did not know the Colosseum was built by 
Jewish prisoners of war in eight years, nor that 
it and the Forum fell into rums when the popula­ 
tion of Rome dropped from three million to only 
25.000 during the city s fall and were lost to 
sight before being ex cavated years later. 
Mussolini now is honored as a builder, which 
seems fair His famed predecessors in political 
power on the Italian peninsula weren't so hot as 
politicians, either, but are remembered for what 
they built. 


Visitors from the United States are impressed 
by Italian policemen who look as if they were 
dressed for a dress parade Uniforms are seen 
everywhere 
even on road repair crews and 
steet sweepers. 
Two bafflements are pre'ent in Italian bath­ 
rooms — a gadget that looks like a French tele­ 
phone, for showering, and a facility kr.own as a 
Bidet. 
Stores close from noon to 4 pm , then reopen 
until 9 which makes evening the prime shopping 
time 
Pisa and Bologna struck us a» fine place? to 
live. Rome and Naples as fine places to visit. 
We liked six -foot bath towels, door handles 
that aren't round, lavish use of marble ar.d Ital­ 
ian bread. Wistfully, ir, closing, why can't all 
bread taste that good’ Why not. huh?

CHICAGO — From the beginning there were 
“ insiders” who swore that the underworld ar­ 
ranged to have Jack Kennedy killed — and then 
muscled Jack Ruby into cutting out the killer so 
there could be ro link between 
the "gun" and those who hire 
for murder 
This is one of the “conspirz 
Fries" the crisis-mongers have 
peddled. It's a lie. I have rea­ 
son to know. So this is a re- 
Iquiem tor a "nobody/* a tcr.se 
[bit of flotsam from the mo 
| 
til 
fa st with his temper, 
swift with his fists, "whacked 
up" in the jargon of the South- 
sidecrowd and schizoid in the parlance of the 
couch. 
He had guts, Jack Ruby did It's not generally- 
known but he did try to run a clean un.on for 
several years in an era when blood flowed like 
the Chicago River through the labor movement 
here. 
THAT UNION, in more recent years, bulked 
large in the saga of one of the Kennedy's' grim­ 
mest enemies. So the story should not be inter­ 
red with the misery-wracked ones of an aveng­ 
ing slayer who was capable of such compassion 
for his own people. 
Back in 1937 Jack Ruby, as always, wanted to 
do something for himself and tried to hook it to 
some mass movement for those he thought were 
oppressed. 
At lunch one day with his g >od friend, lawyer 
Leon Cooke, he suggested they organize a union. 
They did and obtained what is called a federal 
charter for Local 20467, Scrap Iron and Junk 
Handlers Union. 
Jack Ruby was "organizer" and negotiator. 
Cooke was financial secretary under the presi­ 
dency of a John Martin. 
Ruby played it straight He did not have his 
hand out. He did not reach for a share. 
“There is no evidence," says the Warren Com­ 
mission, bolstering what old-t.mers say here, 
"that Ruby's uniun activities were connected 
with Chicago's criminal element Several l.ng- 
time members of the union reported that it had 
a good reputation when Ruby was aff. ia*ed w.’h 
it and employers who negotiated with it have

Cooke got it in tiie 
chest He died on Jan 5 194« Martin was freed 
in one of those local Chicago courts on grounds 
of self-defense 
As always when death brushed by him and 
snatched someone close, Ruby fell apart For a 
while he adopted Cooke’s first name, Leon, as 
his own middle name Then he walked out of the 
union Why? 
WARREN COMMISSION probers, and one or 
two veterans with whom I’ve spoken, nod wisely, 
say that it could have been the mob which 
forced him out or his own temperament, or the 
never-ceasing search for “another buck and 
more so ” 
Whatever it as, it ended the labor career of 
Jack Ruby — and began one for a bull ne ked 
tough fighter called Haul (Red) Dorfman Many 
inside Chicago and New York labor will recog­ 
nize the name He became secretary-treasurer 
of the federal Local 20467, junk handlers. 
He had more connections than a satellite 
switchboard. “Red” Dorfman knew them all on 


both sides of tne line according to federal testi­ 
mony. There was T ny Accardo. or the late 
“ Longy" Zwillman or legitimate leaders of the 
Chicago federation of labor and its political al­ 
lies. 
Not the least was — and is — a brash team­ 
ster by name of Jim Hoffa. Ever since the '40s 
these two men have admired each other They 
became buddies and partners. They were later 
probed jointly and singly. 
In 1956 the AFL-CIO investigated Local 20467, 
condemned it. put it under trusteeship and sus­ 
pended Dorfman. bv then a man of considerable 
means. 


RUBY'S OLD LOCAL is no more You can't 
find it on the roster of AFL-CIO federal locals. 


It might have been different if Jack Ruby had 
stayed on as a garden variety labor organ zer. 
Oswald might have been alive — with all that 
this implies.

They Need 
More Money 


President Johnson has far more than a “public 
relations" problem on his hands in improving 


his contracts with state governors. 
Many of them — particularly Democrats — 
recently indicated considerable dissatisfaction 


over the treatment they have been getting from 


the administration. The blame for the discord, 


however, cannot be placed entirely on the Presi­ 


dent. 
Underneath the dissension is a self-centered 


interest which motivates some of the governors. 


They feel theij own chances for re-election will 


be boosted if 'e y can get more federal money. 


A new era has been begun in the relations of 


the federal government and the states. 
Governors are face to face with growing prob­ 


lems due to increased population and the corre­ 
sponding demands for urban development, as 


well as better educational and medical facilities 


It seems as if all of a sudden the fact states 


and cities have not been able to keep abreast of 


the people’s needs has become not merely a so­ 
ciological factor of greater importance than ever 


but a political factor of consequence. 
Since the recent state and congressional elec­ 


tions showed Republican gains, some Democrat­ 
ic governors have criticized their own party 


leader in the White House This didn't, however, 
reveal all the troubles which have arisen and 
which will continue to plague the governors. 


They do not like, for instance, to ra:>e their 
own state or local tax es, yet they must have 
more funds. Plans are being suggested whereby 
the federal government would refund tax money 


to the states Even doing this would not take 


care of all the grievances 
In reality, the root of the difficulty is not more 
money but administrative efficiency. The cur­ 
rent challenge is unprecedented in scope and in­ 


tensity. 
ONE WONDERS why senators and representa­ 
tives from the various states have not been 
more vocal about the deficiencies in federal and 
state relationships. 
This attitude, on the other hand, points up the 
dilemma of what is often called "pork barrel' 
politics. 
Some presidents have been more generous in 
the favors granted states whose representatives 
in Congress have "played ball" with the admin­ 
istration. The power to withhold public funds 
from states or cities, particularly in the field of 
education, is used by the ex ecutive branch of the 
government in ways that are neither uniform 
nor equitable. 
This has given rise to many complaints There 
is need for a complete overhauling of federal 
and state relationships, especially a d sclosure of 
the rules and the unpublished "guidelines” that 
are applied by Washington's bureaucracy. 
Sooner or later, the political manipulation of 
public funds will have to be ex posed to view and 
an impartial system substituted. But here. too. 
congress is at fault. For it writes laws giving 
wide discretionary powers instead of spelling out 
the ex act purposes for which money should be 
ex pended. 
OUTBURSTS by some of the governors reflect 
a mood of discontent in the country. Tax payers, 
themselves, are becoming alarmed over the 
mess created with the large sums being appro­ 
priated for what are called "Great Society ” pro- 
grama. 
There 
are 
other 
reasons for dissatisfac­ 
tion—such as arbitarary action in handling ra­ 
cial problems related to bousing 
Politicians have concluded that the administra­ 
tion lost ground in the last election because of 
the negative mood of the voters and that the 
time ha' come for some remedial or corrective 
measures to be adopted which take account of 
the trends of public opinion. 
The President—as Sen 
Mike Mansfield, the 
Democratic leader, has recently urged -w.ll 
have to recommend revisions and improvements 
in ex isting laws so that allocations of public 
funds will really 
promote the general welfare " 


But this means not only amending legislation 
to make grants for specific purposes but putting 
in charge of the ex ecutive agencies persons who 
are efficient administrators
